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WAR ON INSECT PESTS 
I 
O FOOL the hen and to persuade the flower to bloom have 
been some of the wonders wrought by electricity. 
An ar­ 
tificial dawn wakes the hen, sets her to pecking earlier than 
the sunrise, and more food \ in her gizzard means more eggs 
for the poultryman. 
Electrically lighted greenhouses are used 
to force plants to a quicker, richer blooming than natural light 


would give. 
Now the insect world is to be lighted up, to the destruc­ 
tion of some of the pests that infest orchards, fields and gar* 
dens. 
Many a clumsy moth has gone to its death in the flame 
of a lamp or candle, but never before has wholesale killing been 
planned through such means. 
Such creatures are most read­ 
ily attacked, not in the winged stage, but in the cocoon or as 
larvae. To catch them on the wing will be a triumph for science. 
A method has been evolved. 
Electric light traps will be placed in the orchards to lure 
the female moth before she lays her eggs in the heart of the 
apple blossoms. 
Success will depend to some extent on the 
time of day when she emerges from her cocoon and the length 
of time that elapses between her birth and her egg-laying. 
If 
she does not come out in the full light of day and is attracted 
by the incandescent traps, her fate and that of her innumerable 
progeny is sealed. 
Electrocution may halt the destructive march westward of 
the Japanese beetle which has already crossed New Jersey and 
is now concentrating its front ranks in Western Pennsylvania. A 
plan is under consideration to place a chemical, known to at­ 
tract this voracious insect, in large electrified cages wherever it 
concentrates. 
Eventually moths, mosquitoes and other harmful insects 
will be exterminated by devices of m an’s invention and the 
farmer’s lot will be easier and life will lose some of its little 
annoyances. 


PROBES OFTEN FUTILE 
Samuel Untermeyer says that if the recommendations of the Pujo 
committee 20 years ago had been adapted many of the Morgan prac­ 
tices now being criticized would have been prohibited. 
Mr. Untermeyer was counsel for the Pujo congressional committee 
which in 1912 investigated the “money trust.” He recalls that the com­ 
mittee’s report condemned interlocking directorates, security affiliates 
of national banks, private banks and depositories and connection of 
other banks with the Morgan firm through underwritings etc. 
Failure of congress to carry out the recommendations or to take 
any action designed to prevent continuance of the practices which the 
Pujo committee saw as evils is another illustration of the futility of 
many if not most of the special investigations made by congress. 
These inquiries usually are attended by sensationalism and stir 
up much interest inside and outside of congress. But this interest usually 
is short-lived. A set of formal recommendations may be made, and this 
is the end of the affair. 
Whether anything of value will result from the Morgan probe is 
not yet certain. Certain practices have been revealed which, while ap­ 
parently not in conflict with any statutes, are potentially harmful to the 
public welfare. The duty of guarding against a recurrence of these will 
rest upon congress. 
The latter is great on investigations but when it comes to con­ 
structive effort, that’s another thing. 


CURIOSITY IS GREAT THING 
How people will respond to something which appeals to their 
curiosity is illustrated in a story from Budapest, w’here a bookseller 
circulated an advertisement, translated as follows: 
“What must a young girl know before marriage? 
From the book 
which I supply to order, the young girl will learn, not what every young 
girl is told before marriage, but what the young girl of today will find 
it indispensable to know if she is to prove herself really modern. 
For 
reasons easily to be understood, it is not advisable to sell such a book 
over the counter, but on receipt of the price, four pengoe, it will be sent, 
discreetly packed, to any address.” 
The price quoted is about the equivalent of one dollar, so orders 
poured in by the thousands. Not only young girls, but persons of both 
sexes and all ages, bought eagerly in the expectation of thrills. 
The books were delivered as promised, but were found disappoint­ 
ing. 
Some customers prosecuted the bookseller for fraud, but he was 
acquitted. 
It was held by the court that the books sold through the 
advertisement really contained information which “a young girl should 
have before marriage.” 
TTiey were cook books. 


HIGH COST OF BAD HEALTH 
Louis I. Dublin, health statistician, asserts that the total economic 
value of human beings in the United States—of their revenue-produc­ 
ing value—is about 1,500 billion dollars, as opposed to all material and 
animal wealth in the country of 321 billion dollars. 
He asserts that the deconomic loss by preventable deaths is 6 bil­ 
lion dollars yearly, while 2lA billion are lost through illness sufficient to 
incapacitate the sick from working.

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United Presbyterians Will 
Celebrate Diamond Jubilee; 
Local Churches To Share 


A lter 75 years of existence the 
United Presbyterian churches thru- 
out the United States will cerebrate 
their diamond jubilee at the coming 
G eneral Assembly, which will be 
held in Pittsburgh from June 28 to 
July 2, and in conjunction with the 
assembly there will be the young 
people’s national convention 
and 
Women’s Missionary society gath­ 
ering. 
History of Church. 
On the 26th day of May, 1858. in 
the old city hall, Pittsburgh, the 
Associate 
Reformed 
Presbyterian 
church and the Associate Presbyte­ 
rian church united to form what 
has since been known as the United 
Presbyterian church. The two bodies 
entering into this union had their 
origin in Scotland. They came into 
existence as a result of conflicts 
which arose in the established church 
of Scotland, which was the Presby­ 
terian, in its doctrine and form of 
government. 
The conflicts mostly 
originated from the unsuccessful ef­ 
fort of the British government to 
model the Scottish church after its 
own ideas. R ather than submit to 
the regulations laid down by B ritain 
certain groups withdrew and form ­ 
ed 
themselves 
into 
independent 
churches of which two assumed the 
names Associate and Assocate R e­ 
formed Presbyterian. 
The church 
troubles in Scotland began in the 
early part of the 17th century u n ­ 
der the reign of Jam es I. 
W hen this country was being set­ 
tled members of these two Scottish 
churches were among the emigrants. 
I t was not long before they began 
to establish churches of their faith 
in this country. 
Pioneer ministers 
rode through Penn’s woods, preach­ 
ed in the cabins of the settlers and 
wherever they could find places of 
public assembly. Congregations be­ 
gan to multiply and according to the 
Presbyterian 
m e t h o d 
organized 
themselves into Presbyteries 
and 
Synods. As the years passed it be­ 
came increasingly apparent to for­ 
ward looking men in both churches 
th a t the differences between them 
were so slight th at they ought to be 
one church instead of two. 
Churches Merge. 
During the latter part of May, 
1858, the Synods of both churches 
m et in Pittsburgh. 
The much de­ 
bated subject of union came up in 
each for final action. 
Favorable 
action was taken by both Synods 
and at once arrangem ents were m ade 
for the formal union. 
On the ap­ 
pointed day members of the Asso­ 
ciate Reformed Synod, which had 
been meeting in a church then lo­ 
cated on the Diamond in Allegheny, 
started to m arch to the Pittsburgh 
side of the river. They crossed on 
w hat is now known as the N inth 
street 
bridge 
and 
proceeded 
to 
“Brimstone Com er” (Smithfield and 
Seventh avenue) where they were 
m et by the members of the Associate 
Synod which had been meeting in a 
church located near the present site 
of the Nixon theatre. 
From the 
place of meeting they m arched dou­ 
ble file, each m an having as his com­ 
panion one from the other Synod 
until they reached the old city hall- 
The members of the Synods took 
the seats reserved for them and the 
services incident to Union were be­ 
gun. 
Every inch of space in the 
hall was filled with spectators and it 
was a tim e of deep emotion and en­ 
thusiasm . 
The United Presbyterian church, 
having its beginning in this expres­ 
sion of Christian brotherhood, n a t­ 
urally took as its m otto “The T ruth 
of Gad in Forbearance and Love”. 
In the 75 years of its existence its 
membership has more th an trebled. 
The combined membership in Am­ 
erica a t the beginning was 54,579 
and today is 177,265. 
I t has con­ 
tributed more th an 46 million dol­ 
lars to missions at home and abroad. 
It was in advance of most of the 
churches of the country in its in­ 
sistence on an educated ministry. 
The first theological seminary in the 
U. S. was established by one of the 
branches which formed the church. 
I t now m aintains six colleges in this 
country, one of them for colored 
youth, and a theological seminary. 
The foreign missionary work of 
the church has been conspicuous. It 
operates in Egypt, India, the Sudan 
and Ethiopia. 
It 
originated 
the 


every-member canvass which 
has 
been adopted by most of the chur 
ches. It was a pioneer in organized 
women's work and the results in 
this departm ent both at home and 
abroad have been notable. 
Local Churches 
In the days when the population 
of New Castle numbered about 2000 
the First United Presbyterian church 
came into existence. It was organiz­ 
ed on December 25th, 1849. Before 
that date a young m inister of the 
Associate 
Reformed 
Presbyterian 
church, R. Audley 
Browne, 
had 
taken up his residence in the town. 
He had accepted the pastorate of 
the Shenango church about 
four 
miles out on the Wilmington road. 
Some twelve members of this con­ 
gregation were living in town among 
them an 
elder, 
Joseph 
Kissick. 
Shortly after taking up the work 
Dr. Browne invited the members of 
his flock living in town to his home 
one night each week for a prayer 
meeting. 
After a while the home became 
tqo small and the prayer meeting 
was held in a school house which 
was then located near the present 
site of the Fountain Inn. Among 
the attendants of this prayer meet­ 
ing the idea developed of starting 
a church of their faith 
in 
New 
Castle. Money was subscribed, the 
lot on which Sears-Roebuek store 
now stands was purchased and 
a 
building erected. Under .the active 
labors of Dr. Browne and his help­ 
ers the congregation grew rapidly. 
In the days when war loomed the 
young pastor took his place as one 
of the patriotic leaders of the com­ 
munity. Early after the outbreak 
of the war he enlisted, the congreg­ 
ation having given him a leave of 
absence, and he became chaplain 
of the 100th regiment. A fter dis­ 
tinguished service in the war 
Dr. 
Browne resumed the pastorate until 
elected to the presidency of West­ 
m inster College. 
He was followed by Rev. J. 
W. 
Bain who served for five years and 
was succeeded by Dr. Browne who 
had given up his work at the col­ 
lege. Until his death, on May 15, 
1902, Dr. Browne continued in the 
pastorate and the story of the con­ 
gregation is largely the story of his 
life and service. At the tim e of the 
union of the Associate and Associate 
Reformed churches the congregation 
became a part of the United Pres­ 
byterian church. In the course of 
its history four other pastors have 
served, Dr. James M. Ferguson of 
Bellevue, Dr. H. F. Given of Tacoma, 
Wash., Dr. R. L. Lanning, Pittsburgh 
and the present pastor. Dr. S. 
E. 
Irvine. 
The second building to be erected 
by the congregation was completed 
in the spring of 1902. This building 
was occupied until December, 31st 
1927, when it was destroyed by fire. 
At this tim e it seemed wise to the 
congregation to change its location. 
In a few months after the destruc­ 
tion of the building a new site was 
purchased at the corner of Clen- 
more and Albert streets and the 
erection of the present edifice en­ 
tered upon. The present quarters of 
the congregation are 
commodious 
and modern and well adapted to the 
particular needs of the section of 
the city in which it is located. 
The members of this congregation 
have had their part in the making 
of the city. Joseph Kissick one of 


its first elders and charter members 
was one of the early bankers and 
Geo. W. H artm an another elder was 
active in its business affairs. The 
late Wm. A. Stritm ater one of the 
early m erchants was once superin­ 
tendent of its Bible school. Jas. A. 
Gardener for a long time city solici­ 
tor was one of its elders until the 
formation of the second church. One 
of the first judges of the county 
was from the congregation as well 
as a number of those who were ac­ 
tive in the legal and political affairs 
of the earlier day. Throughout its 
history the congregation has con­ 
sistently sought the good of the city 
in seeking to further the realization 
of its larger and finer possibilities. 
Second Church 
On April 29, 1884, the Second Un­ 
ited Presbyterian church began its 
existence in frhat was then the Zion 
Reformed church building 
at the 
foot of County Line street on East 
W ashington street and in October 
of 1886 Rev. J. Q. A. McDowell was 
called as pastor, the church having 
a charter membership of one hun­ 
dred, of which two, Mr. and Mrs. 
W. T. Burns are still actively affil­ 
iated with the church. 
During the life of the church two 
new church buildings were built, af­ 
ter the congregation outgrew the lit­ 
tle original church a brick structure 
was built at County Line street on 
East W ashington and it was occu­ 
pied by the congregation 
in July 
1887: the church continued to grow 
and 
again 
the congregation 
was 
compelled to enlarge its quarters, 
building the present church building 
at the corner of Milton and County 
Line street, never having changdd 
far from the original location; this 
edifice was first used, on April 29, 
1913. The membership of the church 
today is about eight hundred. 
During the life of the church five 
pastors 
have 
ministered 
to 
the 
members, Rev. J. Q. A. McDowell, 
serving from 1886 to 1904: Rev. An­ 
drew McGill from June 1905 to Oc­ 
tober 1908: Rev. S. C. Gamble from 
1909 to 1914: under whose pastorate 
the present church was built: Dr. A. 
J. Randles, February 1915 to May 
31, 1932 and Rev. C. G. McGeorge, 
D. D., who came to the church last 
year. 
This church has made m aterial 
progress during its life and at the 
present time is entirely out of debt. 
Third Church 
The history of the Third United 
Presbyterian 
church 
dates 
bark 
thirty four years, when it was found 
a United Presbyterian church was 
needed on the E ast Side, and after 
confering with the Beaver Valley 
Presbytery a special commission was 
appointed and reported their find­ 
ings at a presbytery meeting Apr. 11 
1899 and on August 8, 1899 the peo­ 
ple interested in the establishing of 
a new church m et in a store room 
on Lathrop street and were received 
by the commission appoined. 
Thus the congregation was organ­ 
ized with sixteen charter members, 
two of them are a t present actively 
associated with the church: Mrs. 
Charles B. Brooks and Mrs. Adella 
May Gib6on Reed. On February 6, 
1900 a neat little chapel was dedi­ 
cated, and at this time there was a 
membership of 56, with Rev. T. L. 
Rose as pastor and the congregation 
continued to grow under his leader­ 
ship until October 7# 1905, when he

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was summoned to his heavenly re­ 
ward. 
Rev. J. Elmer Campbell was called 
as pastor on December 7, 1905 and 
the membership at this time had 
reached 207 and a large Bible school 
had been established and soon the 
congregation 
had 
outgrown 
the 
small chapel and on March 20, 1906 
a congregational meeting was called 
and it was decided to erect an addi­ 
tion and this was dedicated in De­ 
cember of the same year. On April 
15, 1914 all bonds were turned in and 
the 
debt 
cancelled. In 
October, 
1920, Rev. Campbell resigned and 
the present pastor, Rev. S. B. Cope­ 
land was called on December 20, 
1920. 
Under the present pastorate the 
congregation has grown to a mem­ 
bership of 1020 with a Sunday school 
enrollment of 1100 
At a meeting of the congregation 
on February 1, 1923, 
the 
trustees 
were called upon to create a build­ 
ing fund and a lot was purchased at 
the com er 
of 
Adams 
and 
Ear,t 
W ashington street and a beautiful 
new structure was erected thereon 
and dedicated October 16, 1927. 
Highland Church.- 
The first meeting for the purpose 
of organizing a United Presbyterian 
church on the North Hill was called 
October 6, 1903. 
Seventeen persons 
were present. 
Other meetings fol­ 
lowed and wtihin a short time com­ 
mittees were a t work securing mem­ 
bers and raising funds for a build­ 
ing. A charter was granted by the 
court of common pleas of La,wrence 
county December 7, 1903. 
Ground was purchased from the 
late George V. Boyle at Highland 
and Park avenues, 
On this lot a 
substantial brick building was erect­ 
ed, seating 400 persons and with 11 
Sabbath school rooms. 
The first 
public meeting held here in this 
building was a prayer meeting on 
October 5, 1904. The first Sabbath 
school and church services were held 
October 9, 1904, in the afternoon. 
The Rev. J. A. McDonald, then of 
Ellwood City, preached the sermon. 
The 
Beaver 
Valley 
Presbytery, 
meeting at Four Mile church on 
October 25, 1904, granted the appli­ 
cation for organization. October 26, 
1904, the organization was effected 
by the commission appointed for 
th a t purpose 
by the Presbytery. 
The commission was composed of 
the following persons: Rev. J. A. Mc­ 
Donald, Messrs. W. F. Douds, W. N. 
Aiken, J. P. Edgar and W. A. S trit­ 
mater. Sixty-three persons were re­ 
ceived into the membership of the 


church. 
The following elders were 
elected at this m eeting: Messr. D. F. 
Balph, J. S. Taylor, W. G. Eckles, 
J. L. Welsh and T. A. Gilkey. 
At 
the same time the trustees under 
the charter were elected to serve 
until the annual meeting of the 
congregation: Messrs. P. L, Craig, G. 
L. Leslie, John Brisbine, J. H. Frew, 
W. G. Eckles and H. A. Wilkison. 
Elders were ordained and installed 
November 6, 1904. 
The church building was dedicat­ 
ed with appropriate services on Sab­ 
bath, May 14, 1905. The Rev. Rob­ 
ert Me W atty Russell, D. D„ preach­ 
ed the dedicatory sermon. 
Under the leadership of devoted 
pastors the church grew and pros­ 
pered through the years. 
By 1920 
the original building had been out­ 
grown. 
At the annual meeting of 
that year a canvass for funds for a 
new building was authorized. There 
was a generous response and a t a 
congregational meeting held April 
19, 1922, plans for the new building 
were adopted. 
Work commenced 
shotly thereafter. The building was 
dedicated with appropriate services 
February 22, 1925. TTie Rev. A. R. 
Robinson, D. D., preached the dedi­ 


catory sermon. 
The comer stone 
was laid with appropriate ceremonies 
May 16, 1923. 
In addition to the original elders 
the congregation has selected the 
following men to serve in that ca- 
pactiy: Messrs. C. G. Lindner, A. E. 
Butz, W. T. Dougherty, Henry Mc- 
Creary, E. J. Wilson, C. H. Baldwin, 
J. R. Throop, R. A. Eckles, W. J. Of- 
futt, I. A. Balph, J. M. Wallace, W. 
D. Jones, J. E. Rumbaugh, A. C. Al­ 
len, T. J. McFate. The last nine men 
named, together with T. A. Gilkey, 
from the original board, compose 
the present board of elders 
The congregation has been served 
by the following pastors: 
Rev. J. Harper Hutchman, ,D. D., 
1905-1907. 
Rev. R. H. Mulholiand, 1908-1912. 
Rev. D. Chalmers Fulton, 1912- 
1917. 
Rev. C. J. Williamson, D. D., 1917- 
1931. 
Rev. D. L. Ferguson, at present. 
The present membership of the 
church is about 775. 
The 
four 
United 
Presbyterian 
churches of the city continue to 
progress both spiritually and ma­ 
terially.

The Empty Tomb 
The devoted women who came to 
the tomb “very early in the morning 
the first day of the week” bearing 


■“Ha is Risan.^ 
spices with which to embalm a dead 
body were motivated by wondrous 
love but not by faith or hope. Their 
faith and their hope were all in the 
past tense. All of Jesus’ disciples 
were saying, “We hoped that it was* 
h e t h a t should redeem Israel”. 
Their only prospect was that of 
finding the corpse of a dead Sav­ 
iour. But the glad Easter message 
of the angels gave them back the 
present and future tenses of their 
religion: “He is risen 
He goeth 
before you into Galilee: there shall 
ye see him." Here are present and 
future tenses again, and with these 
faith and hope were bom again in 
their loving hearts. This is what 
was done by the revelation that the 
stone was rolled away from the door

ALCOHOL AS POISON. 
“Since Noah made a fool of him­ 
self through indulging in wine, men 
have known that alcoholic drinks 
do a man no good and bring him no 
honor. Since Daniel and his com­ 
panions gave the first recorded 
scientific proof that men are better 
off physically and mentally who 
leave alcohol entirely alone, science 
has repeatedly proved that much 
alcohol is dangerous and deadly to 
a man and that even a little is 
harmful. 
“Scientific experiment and wide­ 
spread experience have both shown 
alcohol to be a poison to man. 
It 
is a poison and a habit-forming poi­ 
son. For this reason the only wise 
course for the individual is to leave 
it strictly and entirely out of his list 
of beverages, and the only right 
course for government is to prohibit 
men from poisoning their fellow men 
through lust for gain. 
“If a government is justified in 


having “pure-food” laws and “anti­ 
dope” laws, then it is justified in 
having prohibition laws against al­ 
cohol since alcohol is a poison. And

United States 
Is Heavy Loser 


Less Than 8 Per Cent Of 
Total Amount Due 
Is Paid 


FRANCE IS AGAIN 
LEADING DEFAULTER 


Great Britain 
And Italy 
Make Small Payment On 
Installment Due

Representing less than eight per 
cent of the total am ount due, this 
sum marked at least one payment 
in line with the Lausanne plan 
whereby Europe intended to force a 
dim e-on-the-dollar final settlement 
of its debts to this nation. 
At the same time, the United 
States was confronted with a de­ 
m and from at least five of the deb­ 
tors for a review of the entire debt 
situation with a view to drastic re­ 
duction of the total eleven billion 
dollars owed this nation on account 
of American 
loans made abroad 
during and shortly after the world 
war. 
France Leading Defaulter. 
France again had defaulted and 
along with her, Poland, Belgium, 
JIungary, 
Estonia, Lithuania and 
Yugoslavia failed to pay. 
G reat Britain, Italy and Latvia 
m ade 
small 
partial 
payments. 
Czechoslovakia and Rum ania offer­ 
ed still smaller ones, but they had 
not been accepted up to early today. 
Only one debtor nation paid in 
full, Finland. The paym ent of this 
little republic, which always has met 
Its obligations to this government, 
totalled $148,592.50. 
All payments, with the exception 
of Latvia’s, were made in silver in 
accordance with the authorization 
President Roosevelt recently received 
ftom congress to accept up to $200,- 
000,000 In silver in payment of the 
debts. 
This gave the debtor nations an 
additional 
advantage of approxi­ 
m ately 28 cents on the dollar on the 
basis of present world silver prices. 
Thus G reat B ritain actually paid 
only about $7,200,000, and Italy a u - 
proximately $720.000 in term s of 
gold. 
Pending replies to the formal 
notes received, the state departm ent 
announced the texts of the latter 
would not be made public, it was in ­ 
tim ated the replies m ight include 
some pertinent comments particu­ 
larly with regard to those nations 
led by France which have defaulted 
for a second time. 
Balks At Ridiculous Offers. 
Although this government accept­ 
ed partial paym ents which were 
around eight or ten per cent of the 
am ounts due, it balked a t offers th a t 
were ridiculously low. Rumania, for 
example, offered to pay $25,000 on 
th e $1,000,000 due after having for­ 
mally notified the state departm ent 


of its intention to default. 
There 
were indications this offer would be 
rejected. 
Czechoslovakia 
offered 
to

$180,000 on the $1.500,000 due from 
it. 
Assistant 
Secretary of State 
Moley held out for $200,000. 
Pay 
day passed without any payment 
from th at nation. 
The debtor nations had up to mid­ 
night last night to pay. Latvia came 
through durinfg the evening with a 
$6.000 payment on the $188,961.50 
due. 
This payment was made in 
dollars. 
The actual am ount due this gov­ 
ernm ent yesterday including the de­ 
faulted December payments, totalled 
$168 888,328.70. 
However, the de­ 
faulted December payments were 
taken into account separately. 
Formal notification of default was 
made by France and Poland. 
In ­ 
formal notification was made by 
Belgium. Estonia, Lithuania, H un­ 
gary and Yugo Slavia just failed to 
make any payments. 
Those nations known to have re­ 
quested, formally or informally, a 
review of the entire debt situation 
were G reat Britain, Italy, Poland, 
Rum ania and Czechoslovakia.

Legislative Committee Rests 
After Carrying Probe To 
Executive Chamber 


M’GALLUM WILL

HARRISBURG, June 16 —A legis- 
lative committee investigating the 
administration of closed banks by 
the state banking department, rest­ 
ed today after carrying its inquiry 
to the executive chamber of Gov. 
Gifford Pinehot. 
The committee is in adjournment 
until June 29 when Duncan C. Mc- 
Callum, secretary to the governor, 
will lead the parade of witnesses 
along with Dr. William D. Gordon, 
state secretary of banking. McCal- 
1 urn’s appearance became a certain- 
. ty when his name dropped from the 
* lips of Dr. Gordon during a detailed 
explanation of the administration 
of closed banks. 
Declines Comment 
Lists of insurance 
agents 
and 
brokers with whom the banking de­ 
partment must deal in the protec­ 
tion of a bank’s assets come from 
McCallum, Dr. 
Gordon 
testified. 
The lists consist of 162 names, all 
of which are representatives of in­ 
surance or bonding companies, he 
added. 
When questioned 
by 
reporters, 
McCallum declined 
to 
comment. 
Committee members, however, said 
he would be a witness at the June 
29 hearing. 
Dr. Gordon remained steadfast in 
his support of the administration 
of closed banks and denied there is 
any inclination on the part of liquid­ 
ating authorities to waste the assets 
of an institution. 
“The payroll of the central com­ 
mittee in 
charge 
of 
liquidating 
banks is only .09 of one per cent of 
the assets of all closed banks with 
assets aggregating $526,000,000 
in 
the state.” 
Rent Property 
Testimony showed th at all in- 


suranсe premiums are paid out of 
the assets of defunct institutions. 
Moreover, it is the practice of the 
banking department to rent prop­ 
erty owned by banks through brok­ 
ers. In localities 
that 
have 
no 
brokers, the work is performed by 
the bank deputy. Rents in all in­ 
stances are either collected by brok­ 
ers, who rent the property, or the 
deputy. 
Brokers usually are chosen on the 
recommendation of local real estate 
boards, Dr. Gordon asserted, com­ 
mending the efficient manner this 
provides for deriving 
an 
income 
from bank property. 
m 
Helpful To Deputy 
Dr. Gordon informed the commit­ 
tee a rule of the banking depart­ 
ment prohibits the hiring of officers 
of banks to aid in liquidations. Oc­ 
casionally junior officers are re­ 
tained because they are frequently 
helpful to the deputy In charge, he 
added. 
Other testimony offered by the 
secretary showed 
the process by 
which banks come under state con­ 
trol and the essential steps taken in 
the process of liquidation.

Growing From Scappoid 
The rudimentary toe has been 
known to anatomists as the “pre­ 
hallux** which the medical diction­ 
aries define as **a supernumerary 
bone found growing from the scap­ 
hoid”. 
A study of the arrangements of 
the muscles and tendons in the feet 
of most sufferers from flat feet re-

(International News Service) 
HARRISBURG, June 16.—Acci­ 
dent surpassed tuberculosis as the 
primary cause of deaths in Pennsy­ 
lvania last year and claimed 7,146 
lives. 
The majority of the 
accidental 
deaths resulted 
from 
automobile 
mishaps. 
Falls took second posi­ 
tion, with injuries in mines and 
quarries ranking third.

is equivalent to a death rate of 72.7 
per 100,000 population. 
Automobiles killed 2,053 persons, 
falls 1.699, while 474 were victims 
in mines and quarries. 
Seventy-one per cent of the total 
accidental mortality in 1932 was 
males. 
There were 958 fatalities 
of children under 10 years of age 
and a similar number from acciden­ 
tal causes of persons over 75 years 
of age.

W hen meetings are held, the pack, 
the the complete group organization 
is known, is split up into dens, with 
a leader in charge. These are pref­ 
erably older boys with Boy Scout 
experience. 
Instead of obligations, as the Bo>

promises, which they are expected 
to adhere to. 
The principal idea 
of the movement is to tie the ooy 
up with his own home, and there 
are no activities which take him 
away from his home.
